devastation of entire regions w ith­ 
out m ilitary utility, the subm arine 
war w ithout restriction, including 
inhuman abandonm ent of victim s 
on the high seas, and innum erable 
acts against non-com batants, com ­ 
m itted by German authority 
in 
violation of the law s of w ar.” 
“T he note then says: “R esponsi­ 
bility, at least m oral, for all these 
acts reaches up to the suprem e 
head that organized 
them , 
or 
m ade use of his powder to infringe, 
or allow infringem ent on the most 
sacred relation of

science. 
The powers cannot con­ 
ceive that the governm ent of the 
N etherlands can regard with less 
reprobation than th em selves

It 
is a record the citizens of Mis­ 
souri have reasons to be promts of. 
especially since $1,725,076.70, repre­ 
senting tho collections of the State 
Automobile Department, will be di­ 
vided for good road work among 
the ll I counties of the state and 
the city of St. Louis. The gain over 
the total derived from this source 
during 191S, 
which was

,762.19, is fully $330,314.

“I hold.” he continued, while dis­ 
cussing teachers, “that in this time 
of public peril and unrest it is ne- 
essary for us to put the busbies 
men we have into the schools to 
teach the youth of the country. 
If 
we want this 
great 
nation to be 
masterful and for law and order, it 
is necessary t^at the youth he led 
by men of capability and character. 
So it was in the mediaeval age and 
so it should be today. 
“The thirst
